Citrus Pay Roll Totals Hit"! Mion In_Eers Fourth 
$1,357,107 In Six Months 


Packing Houses 
Tell Of Checks 
Given Employes 


Pay rolls from the citrus as- 
sociations in Upland and the foot- 
hill communities during the first 
six months of this year totaled 
$1,357,107, according to a survey 
conducted this week by The Up- 
land News. This is an increase 
of $175,000 over the same figure 
from the same sources for the 
six months of 1955. 

That the citrus industry re- 
mains an important factor in the 
community’s economcy is_ indi- 
cated by the sizeable sum of 
money paid to the residents in 
the area for picking and packing 
oranges, lemons and grapefruit 
as well as orchard culture activ- 
ities. 

Pay roll figures were obtained 
from the Upland Leomon Grow- 
ers Assn., Upland Citrus Assn., 
Cucamonga Mesa Growers, Eu- 
clid Ave. Orange Assn. Euclid 
Lemon house and the Liberty 
Groves Operating Corp. 

Figures from the Etiwanda 
Citrus Assn., were not available. 

In addition to Liberty Groves 
Operating Corp. are many other 
firms and individuals who main- 
tain citrus groves. The various 
water companies are also di-| 
rectly concerned with ‘the citrus 
industry and their pay roll fig- 
ures are not included in the total.

“Coming from Bangkok to Cal- 
+ {cutta, we flew on a Dutch air- 
‘line, K.L.M.,’”’ Mr. Manley wrote 
to The Upland News. ‘‘It was the 
first plane we have been on 
which started on time and ar- 
rived on time. The plane is very 
clean and the crew spotless and 
very courteous, the meals sump- 
tous, Here is a sample menu for 
lunch. Port wine, shrimp cock- 
tail, crisp toast, buns, cham- 
pagne, vegetable soup, fillet mig- 
non, potatoes, spinach, red 
wine, pineapple fritters — what 
more could you want. More yéet, 
cheese, coffee, fruit. I could have 
stayed on this plane forever. 
“Upon arriving in Calcutta 
and driving to our hotel we were 
shocked at the filth and poverty 
which seemed to exist: People, 
ragged and dirty and many sleep- 
ing in the streets with the cows: 
Cows are sacred in India and 
Miroam all over the streets and 
m|isidewalks. Thenewspapers, 
printed in English, were full of 
the merger question and criti- 
cism of the F.B.I. ‘tactics, the 
papers claim that witnesses are 
induced to perjure themselves 
by the F.B.I. The merger ques- 
tion is whether some of the 
states should merge to handle 
the migration from Pakistan.

Saw 
women carrying two full sacks of 
coal on their backs at one time. 
I could tell a lot more about this 
place, but must hurry on. 

“Next we went to Patna and 
then to Rathmandu in Nepal: 
Nepal is a little country north 
of India and until 1949 very few 
people could get in or out of the 
country. 
crowds of people. wherever . we 
went, because some of them had 
never seen a white person be- 
fore and when I changed a film 
they all wanted to see what I was 
doing. 

“Gasoline is $2.00 a gallon here 
and is carried in on the backs of 
men over the mountains, a two 
day trip, so our driver shuts off 
the motor every time we go 
down a hill, to save gas. There 
is an 11 p.m. curfew and every 
one must be off the streets un- 
less he has the password from the 
king, which changes every day. 
The streets are narrow and 
damp and there is a lot of sick- 
ness. Many people have goiter on 
account of the mica in the water. 
All our drinking water was boiled 
and filtered. 

“On to Banares, we have a 
nice air conditioned room, but 
my! The depressing sights on 
the streets. This is the holy city 
and people come here from all

People with leprosy and 
babies under five years of age 
are not burned, but a large rock 
is tied to them and they are 
thrown into the river. We saw a 
baby being put on.a boat to be 
taken out into the river to be 
dumped. 

“Streets are crowded with peo- 
ple, goats, donkeys and cows. 
Lots of people sleep in the streets 
and some of them look as though 
they never wash. Lots of bicycles 
with trailers, coolies with loads 
on-their heads and backs. All 
the sewage from the streets goes 
into the river and yet the people 
wash their clothes, bathe and

Expected In Chaffey Classrooms CLOSE THE WINDOWS 


li will cost about three million dollars to operate Chaffey 
high school and junior college during the next 12 months. 


There is at least one consolation in this huge fiqure — the 
number of students is increasing faster than the total budget. 
The proposed high school is 11 per cent higher than a year 
ago, yet the number of students will be about 19 per cent 
greater. The college budget will be 12 per cent greater — the 
number of students 21 per cent higher. 


Incidentally, of the three million outlay, total payments 
from owners of local property will be $1,878,865. In other 
words, more than a million dollars for the high school and 
two-year college will come from other than local taxes. 


More than 70 per cent of the outlay is for the cost of in- 
struction -— teachers salaries and classroom supplies. 


While people in this community are vitally concemed 
with the cost of education, the more important element is 
the quality of education. School administrators are faced 
with the gigantic task of providing the highest possible schol- 
astic program at a minmum of cost. 


Taxpayers and parents are always in a position to close- 
ly observe the situation since they are on the paying end 
and are also providing the students to be educated. 


About once a year, taxpayers have an opportunity to 
discuss the budget with the school board members but every 
day they have a chance to see the classroom results. 


We expect the best. That is, the best results for the least 
possible outlay. Generally speaking, people in this area 
are highly satisfied. 


Million Dollar Pay Roll In Six 
Months From Citrus Industry 


The citrus industry is very, very important in the economy 
of Upland and the other foothill communities. 


People close to the situation realize this but the general 
public may get another idea when many acres of citrus tress 
are uprooted to make way for new housing projects. In gen- 
eral, lemon growers have great faith in the future and owners 
of the better orange groves are optimistic. Local packing 
houses are well established and will long survive. 


The Upland News conducted a survey among the local 
associations that pick and pack citrus fruit to get a report 
on the total pay roll since Jan. 1. The total was more than 
one million dollars — and the 1956 pay roll is considerably 
over the pay roll during the first half of 1955. 


This is a fast-changing era with subdivisions steadily 
expanding into the citrus area. This trend will continue with 
the so-called “marginal orange groves,” being converted 
to home sites. At one time, 13 citrus associations served the 
district from Los Angeles county line east to Etiwanda. To- 
day, fewer than half that number exist. Consolidations and 
abandonment have taken the toll. Further local consolid- 
ation is unlikely, however, since the remaining associations 
are very firmly established. In fact, it is likely the local pack- 
ing houses will serve other districts — fruit being brought 
here for processing in the local modernized plants. 


And so it will be a long time before the importance of 
the citrus industry here is further reduced. More orange 
groves will be converted but there are enough lemon groves 
and enough good orange groves here and elsewhere to pro- 
vide a very sizeable activity here for many years. 


Steel Strike? Is It Wanted By 
Union Leaders or by Employes? 


Who wants the steel strike? 


Each day the gigantic steel mills across the nation are 
down, means loss of wages to many thousands of workers 
and loss of materials for industries. 


More than 600,000 employes are directly affected. Are 
these employes demanding the strike? Are they so poorly 
paid and their working conditions so deplorable that they 
are insisting on changes? 


Or, are union leaaders the instigaators of the strike? 


If the employes themselves demanded the strike, then the 
public sympathy is surely on their side. If a few top brass 
in the unions decided it was time for action and acted accord- 
ingly, then that is something else. 


A visitor was here last week from one of the “steel towns” 
of the midwest, where thousands of employes are being 
idled. Few, if any of the employes are in sympathy with the 
strike, in his home town, our informant told us. If the same 
situation prevails throughout the steel mills, then the blame 
6 = costly strike should rest guite largely on the union 
eaders. 


Management of the steel mills, of course, has a great re- 
sponsibility under the circumstances in providing the best 
possible pay and benefits for the employes. In today’s econ- 
omy, however, most employes are receiving a huge share 
of the returns of business and industry. 

The fact remains steel mill employes are idle and it is 
costing the nation millions. It is a shameful situation.
